Police Inspector Fred Butz at 
San Francisco said J. R. McKee, 
a former San Francisco neighbor 
of McAttee, had reported he saw 
the man in the bay city recently. 

New .Man on Job 

Haro'.d J. Nathan, assistant to 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
bureau of investigation, flew here 
from Washington, to take charge 
of the government's widespread 
search. 

The reported whereabouts of 
Bailey and the third suspect, Her¬ 
bert L. Johnstone in Sand Point, 
Ida., was said to tie in closely 
with reports that a tan sedan 
sped nearly 100 miles an hour to 
escape two Urnatilla county dep¬ 
uty sheriffs cruising in search of 
kidnap suspects. 

Shortly after Nathan’s arrival 
here, it became known that gov¬ 
ernment agents have been in this 
locality for six months and had 
warned wealthy families against 
probable kidnapings. 

From a Seattle detective agency 
came the disclosure that the warn¬ 
ings were issued a year ago and 
that 12 families in the Puget 
Sound region have been guarded 
for six months.

WASHINGTON, Friday, June 
7. UP)— A resolution to extend a 
skeleton MIA organization until 
April 1, 1936, and to authorize 
the president to approve volun¬ 
tary codes was adopted today 
by the house and sent to the 
senate. 

The vote on final passage was 
>64 to 121. 

This action came after Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt had emphasized at 
a press conference that all volun¬ 
tary codes of fair practice must 
conform to the anti-trust laws. 

Senate leaders predicted the 
resolution would pass there with¬ 
out much difficulty, although 
some critics of the recovery law 
served notice they would attempt 
to hold it up for further study. 

Just before the final vote, the 
house refused 107 to 282 to send 
the resolution back to the ways 
and means committee to draft a 
substitute to give the trade com¬ 
mission instead of the president 
the power to approve voluntary

< JP )—A personal income tax bill 
that will produce $22,000,000 a bi¬ 
ennium was passed today by the 
senate and sent to the assembly 
for concurrence in amendments, 
one of which makes the rate one- 
fourth of the federal rate. 

The measure was passed by a 
vote of 31 to 2 with little discus¬ 
sion. Senator McGovern, San 
Francisco, speaking against It, 
and Senator Stow, Santa Barbara, 
cast the negative votes 

As It left the assembly, the 
measure called for a rate of one- 
third of the federal rate. 

Conference Due 

When the bill reached the sen¬ 
ate the rate was fixed at one-fifth 
the federal rate and the tax was 
made retroactive to July 1, 1934. 
After the senate later changed the 
rate to one-fourth of the federal 
figure, the retroactive provision 
was eliminated. 

It was freely predicted the as¬ 
sembly will not concur in the one- 
fourth or lower rate the senate 
agreed to and that the measure 
finally will wind up in a free con¬ 
ference. 

McGovern Oppose* Bill 

McGovern opposed the bill “be¬ 
cause it would hit the middle class 
the hardest.” He failed to have 
the measure tabled. 

The governor has said he would 
not sign the budget until the legis¬ 
lature has handed its revenue pro¬ 
gram to him.

LONDON, Friday, June 7. tSt—- 
Stanley Baldwin, twice prime 
minister of Great Britain, accepted 
that post again today from King 
George after Ramsay MacDonald, 
who has served at the head of the 
government for the last six years, 
resigned. 

MacDonald, then Baldwin, by 
royal summons, conferred with the 
king in turn at Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace. 

The retiring prime minister, who 
is leaving his high post because of 
failing health, handed over his 
portfolio to the king in his majes¬ 
ty's private apartment. 

MacDonald recommended to the 
king that Baldwin succeed him, 
and Baldwin, as lord president of 
the council and leader of the ma¬ 
jority party, was summoned as 
soon as MacDonald had left the 
royal presence. 

Baldwin's interview with the 
king lasted only 10 minutes, and 
then he returned to Downing 
street, where the cabinet ministers 
were assembling, to set his new 
cabinet in motion. MacDonald is 
lord president of the council in the 
new cabinet. 

The arrangements were carried 
through in such rapid order that 
the country actually was without 
a prime minister for only four min¬ 
utes.

WASHINGTON, Friday, June 7. 

Two months have passed since 
the work-relief program became 
law—but so far it is neither work¬ 
ing nor relieving. 

Except for expenditures for ma¬ 
terials and equipment to erect new 
CCC camps as an expansion of 
that service, no money has been 
spent to get men working.

He assert¬ 
ed that November would see the 
plan in full swing. 

But gauged by the present pace 


of administrative machinery, it 
will be the middle of next winter 
before a high-speed tempo is at¬ 
tained. 

Some of the inner council pri¬ 
vately prophesy that the president, 
in order to break the work-relief 
log-jam, soon will authorize the 
dynamic Harry Hopkins to revive 
the old CWA. 

It probably won’t be called that, 
but basically it will be the same 
thing.

GEORGETOWN, Del., Friday, 
June 7. UP )—The first white wom¬ 
an to be hanged in Delaware went 
to her death at dawn today with 
a prayer for forgiveness on her 
lips. 

For the 7-year-old “perfect 
crime” slaying of her brother, Mrs. 
May H. Carey paid with her life 
on the gallows in company with 
her eldest son, Howard, 27. 

The mother was taken from her 
cell at 5:02 a. m. The trap was 
sprung at 5:07 and she was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 5:24. 

Howard was taken from his cell 
at 5:31. The trap was sprung 10 
minutes later and he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 6 a. m. 

Mrs. Carey walked unfaltering¬ 
ly up the 13 steps and before the 


cap was adjusted she turned to 
the witnesses and said in a trem¬ 
bling voice: 

“My way is clear, 
nothing to say.” 

Howard mounted the platform 
and said, “What I did was against 
my will. I feel sure anyone in my 
place would have done the same. 
I hope to see my three little ones 
on the other side.” 

He mumbled a prayer as the cap 
was adjusted. 

The couple’s crime was the slay¬ 
ing of Robert Hitchens, Mrs. 
Carey’s brother, for the $2000 In¬ 
surance on his life. 

Only the legally required jury 
of 12, Sheriff Robert G. Clen- 
daniel and Dr. A. C. Smoot, prison 
physicians, witnessed the hang¬ 
ings.

COUNTY, COSTING S51M5, 
COMPLETED DURING YEAR 

Santa Ana Improvements Cost $49,181.50 for City 
and School Work; Newport Beach Pays 
$12,628.42, and Orange Spends $7479.86 


Nearly 100 projects, costing 
$516 ,595.48, have been completed 
in Orange county during the past 
year with the assistance of the 
State Emergency Relief adminis¬ 
tration. A cost summary of 93 
Jobs carried out under supervision 
of Dan Mulherron, SERA con¬ 
struction division head, were made 
public today at the office of SERA 
Administrator Terrance Halloran. 

The total amount for material 
and supervision by cities, school 
districts, the county and other po¬ 
litical subdivisions in carrying out 
the projects was $163,703.40. The 
SERA provided $352,892.08 for la¬ 
bor. 

The summary includes only 
completed projects. Many others, 
Still under way, were not listed. 

The first project to be 
launched under the SERA was 
the Fullerton High school sta¬ 
dium, approveu by the state 
May 29 and on which work 
started June 26, 1934. The cost 
to the city was $12,726.46, for 
materials and supervision, and 
to the SERA, $11,136.85, for 
labor. 

Fullerton city and schools have 
done the most extensive SERA 
work, having completed projects 
with a total cost of $69,714.34. 
Cost to the city was $31,115.29, 
and to the SERA, $38,599.05. 


Santa Ana's projects for the city 
and schools had a total cost of 
$49,181.50, of which the sponsors 
paid $12,629.43, and the SERA, 
$36,552.07. Most of these were 
school projects. 

The Anaheim region was next 
to Fullerton, its projects costing 
j all told $57,348.87, of which the 
sponsors paid $24,617.62, and the 
SERA, $32,731.25. 

Projects in the Newport Beach 
region cost $38,990.63, of which 
the sponsors paid $12,628.42, and 
the SERA, $26,362.20. 

In the Orange district the total 
I cost of projects was $32,705.06, 
with the sponsors pajrTig $7479.86, 
and the SERA, $25,225.20. 

The Huntington Beach area

SALAD-MAKING ABILITY 
BRINGS POPULARITY I 


By JUDITH WILSON 

T 3E ability to create a perfect 
salad will boost your popu¬ 
larity as a hostess during the 
coming months. Often the salad 
will serve as your main course 
when the mercury mounts and 
the thought of hot, heavy food 
Is discouraging. On such occa¬ 
sions your salad must be nour¬ 
ishing as well as cool and tasty. 

This can be accomplished by 
the addition of long thin slivers 
of boiled beef tongue, chicken or 
ham to your vegetable mixture. 
Other times your salad will serve 
as an appetizer or as an inter¬ 
lude that whets your appetite 
for the following course, and 
still other times your salad will 
serve also as a dessert. 

There are nearly as many 
Kinds of salad dressings as there 
are salad ingredients, so It will 
pay you to try different kinds. A 
knowledge of their ingredients 
and varying flavors will enable 
you to choose the right one for 
the right occasion. The following 
recipes will intrigue you: 

Tossed Salad 

Use equal parts tender hearts 
of lettuce and young spinach 
that has been thoroughly cleaned 
and crisped. Marinate the greens, 
about three cups of them, one 
tablespoon minced green pepper, 
three - fourths cup diced celery 
and two teaspoons minced onion 
separately In some of the follow¬ 
ing dressing: 

Mix one and one-half tea¬ 
spoons salt, two teaspoons pap¬ 
rika and three teaspoons sugar 
In a bowl. Add one cup salad oil 
and one-third cup lemon juice to 
the dry ingredients slowly, beat¬ 
ing constantly. Add one table- 
spc-n chopped red pepper, one 
te’-’ '"on diced pickled beets, 
one teaspoon dry mustard and 
two hard cooked egg yolks, 
chopped, - 1

Chef’s Salad 

This one is popular with the 
men. Mix as many kinds of greens 
as are available; romain, lettuce, 
watercress, chicory, endive. Dress 
with a thick and rather sharp 
French dressing made with a 
slightly beaten egg yolk, a tea¬ 
spoon each of salt and paprika, 
one half teaspoon dry mustard, 
about a half cup sharp cider 
vinegar and one cup olive oil. 
The greens should be broken into 
small pieces. These are arranged 
in the bottom of a large salad 
bowl with finely shredded ham, 
swlss cheese, chicken and ham 
arranged like bundles of straw 
across the top. When ready to 
serve, toss lightly together to 
pick up any dressing in the bot¬ 
tom of the bowl and arrange as 
attractively as possible on In¬ 
dividual plates.

BABSON PARK, Mass., Friday, 
June 7.—In view of the recent su¬ 
preme court decisions on the NRA, 
the Frazier-Lemke act, and other 
matters, I believe that we are def¬ 
initely headed into a period of 
either credit or monetary inflation. 

Although the supreme court has 
headed off the administration in : 
some of its most important New 
Deal experiments, yet these deci- : 
sions do not change the desires of 
the American people for a short 
cut to prosperity. 

These decisions may even result 
in the president’s relaxing his firm 
attitude against currency inflation. 
He may turn to it as his only 
method of quickly bringing back 
good times. 

Producing prosperity by cur- j 
rency inflation, however, is like 
showing a good bank statement by 
falsifying the books. On the other! 
hand, if the president takes his 
cue from the court and swings to-1 
ward the right he may create : 
enough confidence among business 
men to get credit inflation under | 
way. Hence, I believe we may be i 
approaching one of the biggest [ 
booms in American history, al- 1 
though eventually we must face j 
the day of reckoning. I am opti¬ 
mistic for the next few years, how¬ 
ever, owing to the great potential 
markets which exist today. 

Replacement Due 

In the first place there is re¬ 
placement of worn-out machinery. 1 
Back in the prosperous twenties, 
expenditures for machinery aver¬ 
aged $6,600,000,000 per year. In j 
the course of the depression this ] 
total was slashed to $2,700,000,000 
annually. The machinery trade has 
estimated that it would take $18.- 
000.000.000 to make up this deficit 
and to put American industry back 
on an efficient operating basis. 
Being conservative, I would put 
the figure at $10,000,000,000. 

The same situation exists in all 
branches of the heavy or capital 
goods industries, such as construc¬ 
tion, railroad equipment, and the 
like, where the total deferred de¬ 
mand is estimated at about $49,- 
000 , 000 , 000 , 

The railroad industry is very 
interesting from this angle. It is 
estimated that 15,000,000 or 75 per 
cent, of all freight cars now in use 
in the United States are more than 
20 years old. Since 1929 only 160 
locomotives have been ordered an¬ 
nually compared with 1,000 in nor¬ 
mal years. The same situation 
holds true of passenger cars. The 
great savings possible by use of 
efficient rolling stock would go a 
long way toward putting the rail¬ 
roads back on their feet. Radical 
new designs of all railroad equip¬ 
ment, as typified by streamlined 
trains, are creating a tremendous 
market. 

Building Industry 

Then there is the building indus¬ 
try, Volume of construction per 
year in normal times is figured at 
over $6,000,000,000. In the last 
three years it has averaged only a 
little more than $1,000,000,000 and 
50 per cent of this was publicly 
financed. There are still limitless 
possibilities for public works such 
.as prevention of soil erosion, re¬ 
forestation. flood control, ar.d the 
like. These are now being tapped 
by the $4,800,000,000 emergency 
relief program. 

The federal power commission 
reckons that $300,000,000 of new 
generating capacity is necessary 
to prevent a shortage of electric 
power when industry gets back to 
normal. 

With the automobile becoming a 
constantly greater factor in Amer¬ 
ican life, we have only scratched 
the surface of the potentialities of 
road building. As more super-high¬ 
ways radiate out of the cities, the 
suburbs will move further and fur¬ 
ther into the country, bringing 
radical changes in residential 
building. A deficit of about 200,000 
homes a year has accumulated 
since 1929. This means that there 
is a shortage of over 1,000,000 
dwellings, which, figured at the 
average cost per house built in 
1934, means a market of $3,400,- 
000,000! 

Furthermore, a large percentage 
of existing homes, as revealed by 
a recent survey, need a complete 
overhauling. Growing shortages of 
single dwellings and apartments 
are reported in half the leading 
cities. 

Air conditioning, introduced just 
prior to the crash, remained in the 
experimental stages during most 
of the depression, but improve¬ 
ments have been made right along. 
Today air conditioning equipment 
is a practical product whose price 
is within the reach of a great 
many home owners.

These houses, 
built of steel, aluminum, asbestos, 
and other fire-resisting materials, 
are equipped with the most mod¬ 
ern ventilating, electric, oil, and 
gas appliances. Delivered, erected, 
and equipped at a price of $4,000 
to $10,000, these houses will save 
owners thousands of dollars not 
only in original cost, but in oper¬ 
ation and maintenance.

LOW FLYING OVER CITIES 

A N AIRPLANE crashed at Costa Mesa Wednesday. 

Various excuses have been advanced and the depart¬ 
ment of commerce “is investigating” again. The general 
manager of the Los Angeles company operating the plane 
is reported to have said the pilot was “groping around in 
the fog” and that was why he got off his course. 

If our memory serves us correctly, Wednesday was a 
bright day, particularly so at the time of the crash. If 
there was any groping it must have been before the plane 
reached Santa Ana. Why the pilot did not pick out the 
Eddie Martin Airport in Santa Ana and land there when 
he knew his engines were giving him trouble, only he can 
answer. 

We suspect if the facts were known, they would re¬ 
veal that the plane, like most planes flying over this sec¬ 
tion, was flying too low. Otherwise the plane could have 
coasted for some distance to safe landing. It was just a 
frog hop to the Martin airport. 

Low flying has been the cause of scores of aviation 
calamities. Santa Anans in general realize the danger in 
which they are placed by the transport passenger planes, 
particularly by those making the Los Angeles-San Diego 
run. Few of them live up to department of commerce 
rules specifying minimum altitude and few of them by 
reason of that fact would be able to coast out of danger 
should anything go wrong. 

If the department of commerce insists on waiting 
until accidents have occurred before exercising its author¬ 
ity, it is about time the various county and city govern¬ 
ments take a hand. Anybody who wishes to risk his neck 
in the air with reckless aviators may do so but the rest 
of us here on the ground, would like some assurance we 
are not to have our houses wrecked and our lives en¬ 
dangered.

The fatigue which the hypnotist 
may feel after having hypnotized 
someone is not due to his having 
been drained of anything else but 
the energy expended in concentra¬ 
tion. 

Fundamentally, the hypnotized 
individual may be considered as 
having become “unusually open” 
to suggestions from the hypnotist. 

The average individual, in his 
everyday behavior, tends to resist 
and to reject hard pressed sug¬ 
gestions made by outside sources. 
This is true even when the sug¬ 
gestions are good. The hypnotized 
individual, therefore, is considered 
to have suffered a disassociation 
of his personality. Something of 
the meaning of this disassociation 
may be gathered from an experi¬ 
ence common to all. Most of us 
become extra-suggestible when we 
are passing into natural sleep. 

Hypnotism may be chiefly em¬ 
ployed for two ends: One, as a 
means of investigation: the other, 
as a means of treatment. 


Interest in hypnotism continues 
unabated. Thinks to modern 
studies, the phenomenon of 
hypnosis is no longer regarded as 
magical or occult. Still there is 
considerable mystery about it, 
some of which is warranted. 

Hypnotism can be described, 
and in a measure it can be ex¬ 
plained, but much of its phen¬ 
omenon is not as yet fully under¬ 
stood. 

Though hypnotism is commonly 
credited to Mesmer and mesmer¬ 
ism is used as an interchangeable 
term, the phenomenon no doubt 
was discovered centuries ago, pos¬ 
sibly as the effect of the “laying 
on of the hands.” 

The ability to hypnotize another 
person is widespread. Many pos¬ 
sess it without being aware of it. 
Few people, wisely, have the wish 
to try it. Most individuals are 
hypnotizable in varying degrees. 

The relationship of the hypno- 
tizer to his subject is without 
mystical quality. There is no such 
thing as a “magnetic” influence.
